The bolters remained in the street to 
Jeer those who desired to return to 
work. 
It. S. Murphy and Shannon Jones 
who called the meeting anticipated 
opposition, hut were not prepared for 
u wholesale ‘‘walkout” at the mass 
meeting. 
John Grunau, who had been jailed, 
was expected to be 
released 
long 
enough to adivse his followers to re 
turn to their Jobs. 
District Attorney d y n e announced 
that 
regardless of the switchmen’s 
action prosecution of strike leaders 
arrested on charges of violating the 
Lever act would proceed. 
The meeting was thrown into an up­ 
roar following the 
walkout 
when 
Jones, in his keynote address, apolo­ 
gized for the non-appearance of Cm- 
nuu, and said personally ho was w ill­ 
ing to fight the switchmen's battle so 
long as he did not have to fight the 
government. 
A few 
scattered 
cries "w e want 
Grunau" were heard. 
Railroad men 
predict most of th** men will return lo 
work pending wage adjustments. The 
mass meeting was unofficial except 
that it bad the endorsement of local 
federal officials.
